STUDENTS looking forward to a new 
swimming pool at Kingswood House 
School might have to wait a little 
longer. 

A planning application was submit¬ 
ted to build a new teaching block in 
the school, on the same spot the pool 
was meant to go. 

Permission was granted five years 
ago to build the swimming pool enclo¬ 
sure, but the school has since changed 
its mind. 

The choice came after the school 
decided to axe nursery and reception 
classes and add senior students. 

The cover letter submitted as part 
of the application said: “The school 
has re-assessed its position in the ed¬ 
ucation market and have decided to re¬ 
move the nursery and reception class¬ 
es with senior boys between the ages 
of 14 to 16. 

“Parents have found it difficult to 
find places for their sons to attend a 
single sex private school locally in 
Surrey. 

“This is mainly due to both Epsom 
College and St John’s School in Leath- 
erhead becoming co-education in the 
past five to ten years.” 

The letter said that the overall num¬ 
ber of pupils at the school would not 
increase, rather the school required 
more classrooms and different teach¬ 
ing areas. 

The existing art classroom is cur¬ 
rently being converted into a senior 
science laboratory so a new classroom 
is required,” the letter said. 

The main hall of the Landlands 
Building is now being looked at as the

Sports site plan waits 
for council’s decision

A school in Chessington is plan¬ 
ning on replacing facilities at 
its sports site to provide a “wide 
range of improvements and 
enhancements”. 

Shrewsbury House School, 
based in Ditton Road in Surb¬ 
iton, hopes to replace existing 
dilapidated buildings with a 
clubhouse and changing rooms 
as the current facilities are “no 
longer fit for purpose”. 

The potential new clubhouse 
would have a viewing terrace of 
the sports pitches. 

The school’s sports site is lo¬ 
cated in Almhouse Lane, 3km 
from the school. 

If Kingston Council accepts 
the application, plans include 
a hockey pitch replacing a 3G 
sports pitch, an erection of a 
new maintenance building and 
construction of a new car park¬ 
ing area. 

The parking area would be 
comprised of 61 spaces with two 
disabled bays as well as spots for 
six minibuses. 


Vehicle access to the field is 
currently restricted with larger 
vehicles struggling to get to the 
pitch via a narrow residential 
street. 

A new site access route would 
be introduced if plans are given 
the green light. 

A planning application pro¬ 
posal statement read: “Overall, 


the masterplan will provide a 
high quality landscape exploit¬ 
ing opportunities to enhance 
biodiversity and retain the char¬ 
acter of the Green Belt whilst 
affording year round interest for 
users of the sports ground.” 

Shrewsbury House School 
provides education to boys aged 
between seven and 13.

New hospital? Yes, but where? 


Wouldn’t you like a new hospital? 
This is the question we are being 
asked by Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust. 
“We have some of the most 
committed staff in the NHS and 
they have to work (and care for 
patients) in probably the worst 
acute hospital buildings in 
London.” 

Who could look at the state of 
the buildings without saying “Yes 
please” to long-delayed investment 
of £300-400 million, one of the 
biggest NHS investment projects 
in the next decade? The trust has 
issued a campaigning 
“involvement document” which 
they are carefully not calling 
“consultation”. They urge us to 
say “whether” we need a new 
hospital but not “where” ? 

What do we need? 

The populations of Epsom and 
Ewell are growing and ageing. At 
some times we may need treatment 
in specialist hospitals further away 
but we can reasonably expect 95 
per cent of our health needs to be 
met properly, locally and in 21st 
century facilities. Although there 
are advances in tele-medicine and 
care at home, child birth and 
second tier rehabilitation 
treatment should also be accessible 
to us, to visits from our relatives 
and local to our home 
communities. 

Whether we live on the borders 
of Sutton, Kingston, Ashtead or 


Banstead, Residents of Epsom & 
Ewell want to live no further than 
30 minutes away from an 
ambulance reaching us and getting 
us to appropriate emergency 
treatment. 

Successive generations of 
politicians and managers have 
delayed decisions so that the 
buildings are no longer “fit for 
purpose” in the ways being 
described in the press and in that 
document. 2,596 new houses in the 
past ten years exceed the 
government’s targets of 1,810 but 
we don’t see the necessary 
investment in the essential 
infrastructure in communications, 
education and healthcare. We do 
not believe that the best interests 
of our residents are being 
protected by the trust, by the Keep 
Our St Helier Hospital campaign, 
nor the cross-party group. Since 
the merger of the two hospitals, 
maintenance has been neglected, 
Epsom has been allowed to 
seriously deteriorate. Assets and 
services have been transferred to 
St Helier. 

Where do we need it ? 

Living outside London but 
inside the M25, we know transport 
and accessibility are key 
difficulties for many residents. 

The trust has said it can invest in 
addressing these problems but has 
so far failed to do so. Its document 
only mentions transport once: 
“Patients needing these 


[emergency surgery and trauma] 
services who come to Epsom A&E 
are transferred, generally by 
ambulance, to St Helier.” 

Communications around the 
edge of London are complex and 
often slow and difficult. For 
example, for some of us, St Georges 
Tooting or St Thomas’s Lambeth 
are quicker to reach than St Helier. 
For others of our borough’s 
residents, St Helier is more 
accessible than Epsom Hospital. 
Epsom should continue and be 
further developed and updated as a 
centre of excellence in a number of 
areas including A&E, maternity 
and orthopaedics. It has excellent 
connections as a transport hub for 
bus and rail services and has three 
nearby M25 junctions. Already 
central to the catchment of 500,000 
residents and with large new 
housing projects and Crossrail 2 on 
the horizon, the Epsom site is well 
placed to serve the needs of the 
local community, north east Surrey 
and parts of south London. The 
trust is responsible for services 
being moved from Epsom to St 
Helier. 

Plans to sell land and assets from 
Epsom towards £80m to repair St 
Helier, were kept secret “How did 
you get that document?”. The 
cross-party action group 
sometimes appears to favour delay 
and opposition rather than 
supporting positive proposals. 
Successive governments must be 


part of the problem, explaining in 
part why the hospital buildings we 
rely on are in such poor condition. 
In many ways the NHS is now self- 
determining leaving politicians 
free of responsibility 
We now feel the need to speak 
out impartially addressing 
residents’ concerns. Without our 
diligence and energy odds appear 
stacked in favour of facilities 
deteriorating further, of St Helier 
surviving and Epsom being 
sacrificed.

Maybe it’s their aloof manner 
(though I realise some people find 
this trait endearing), maybe it’s the 
number of garden birds they kill or 
maybe it’s just the fact they poo in 
my garden. 

However, even unperturbed by 
cats as I am, I was surprised to 
hear that if a dead cat is discov¬ 
ered it is simply collected up with 
other rubbish and dumped in land¬ 
fill. Even if it is microchipped by a 
caring owner there is nothing to 
compel a council to inform anyone 
it has been found and disposed of. 
In fact, despite the new laws on 
microchipping dogs, I am reliably

informed exactly the same fate 
awaits your beloved pooch, if it 
is unlucky enough to be killed on 
the road. 

Mandy Lowe, from Cats Matter, 
says she is determined to fight 
this ‘massive injustice’ faced by 
what she claims is Britain’s most 
popular pet. 

Her stats tell her 635 cats are 
treated by UK vets every day as a 
result of road traffic accidents, but 
claims the figure is at least double 
this as most go unreported. 

As there is no mandatory require¬ 
ment for a council to scan a dead 


cat and notify the owner she says 
the bodies go straight to landfill 
along with all the other general 
rubbish and are left to rot among 
the garbage. Many times, whilst this 
is going go, the owner is frantically 
searching for their lost pet. 

Mandy organised a petition, which 
gained 50,000 signatures, but 
whenever anyone signed up it 
automatically triggered a letter to 
the relevant council. This, she says, 
has led to 20 councils changing 
their policy so they now voluntarily 
scan dead cats and inform the 
owners. 

However, despite its success, she 
chose to discontinue this petition 
because councils were receiving 
too many emailed letters from 
residents. Unfortunately she admits 


she was not able to monitor the 
letters and some councils, who 
were already scanning cats, also 
received hundreds of complaints. 
Mandy has now launched a new 
petition. 

She has a list of the 20 councils 
which voluntary scan dead pets 
and inform their owners. I’ll ask for 
the list to be published online with 
this column - it doesn’t include 
your local council.

Wildlife charity throws down 
challenge for sharp thinkers 


A maths whizz is required 
to help a wildlife rescue 
charity estimate how many 
hedgehogs it has added to 
Surrey’s population. 

The Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation rescues an average 
of 200 young hedgehogs a 
year and looks after them 
through winter. 

They are released in 
spring, at about six months 


old, after making their way 
through 15,000 cans of dog 
food. 

Foundation founder Si¬ 
mon Cowell is asking for 
maths experts to estimate 
how many hedgehogs this 
year’s 200 will go on to cre¬ 
ate through future genera¬ 
tions. 

Hedgehogs are sexually 
mature at 12 months. 


They breed twice a year 
and have an average brood 
of six young, from which 
four survive. 

Three per cent of sur¬ 
viving hedgehogs die in 
adulthood, from accidents 
or diseases, and they have 
a lifespan of five years.

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If as an actor you are lucky enough to get 
reasonably regular employment after perhaps 
having failed to get that fab agent or part, which 
might have led to greater heights within this 
totally illogical profession, the soap factor can 
save, help or sometimes destroy your career. 

Often an actor may go into a soap for two or 
three years and emerge slightly more secure 
financially but just go back pretty much as 
before. 

Occasionally it’s a stepping-stone to a 
fabulous career, such as Katherine Kelly and 
Suranne Jones. Sometimes it can be a weight 
around your neck. 

For me, after some initial disappointments, it 
led to what you might call a ‘leg-up’ for which I 
am forever grateful. I immediately went into 
three series of Where The Heart Is playing a 
religiously austere Victorian factory owner, 
Ozias Harding and loved it. 

After three years whilst doing a little theatre 
job, The Rocky Horror Show, I was shocked to 
hear that the series was being pulled despite 
good ratings. 

I thought I had a job for life, what on earth 
was I going to do? The producers of Rocky 
asked me if I would like to continue the tour and 
take the show into the West End. 

This was my first sojourn into musical 
theatre, I was thrilled. It took me into a 
completely new area. Musicals followed, Nathan 
Detroit in Guys and Dolls, Hook in the 
Broadway version of Peter Pan etc. and panto, 
which I had never thought I was right for. In 
short, a whole new career opened up for me 
because a TV show was pulled. 

My first love is theatre and I of course am 
lucky enough to tour plays around the UK. Up 
until now I have avoided thrillers mainly because 
of the character I played in Corrie. 

When Sam, the director of Strictly Murder 


asked if I would be interested in playing Ross I 
wasn’t keen until I read this really clever thriller 
written by his dad, Brian Clemens. 

I was impressed by Sam’s enthusiasm and his 
ideas for the project. He is a very talented 
young man who has done a great job directing 
this production with such an eye for detail, 
adding layers of suspense which has the 
audience on the edge of their seats right to its 
brilliant denouement. 

All in all, soap gave my career a real breath of 
life so that I could experience the full range of 
what’s possible. Whether it’s been a one man 
show Gogol in the Brighton Festival or playing 
opposite Lesley Sharp at the National Theatre, 
to musicals, panto, and even keeping my hand in 
TV with shows like Midsommer Murders, Silk 
and New Tricks, to say nothing of being sent on 
assignments to Borneo and New Zealand, and 
even appearing on reality TV, disastrous Strictly 
Come Dancing, but finalist on Masterchef. 

All that I owe to a character called Richard 
Hillman in Coronation Street.

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VICTORIA & ABDUL (PG): Twenty years after 
Dame Judi Dench beautifully captured the aching 
loneliness of Queen Victoria in Mrs Brown, the di¬ 
minutive national treasure slips back into regal garb 
for Stephen Frears' heart-warming comedy drama 
torn from a long-lost page in history. 

Set during the final five years of Victoria's turbulent 
reign, the picture touches upon some of the same 
themes as Dame Judi's earlier portrayal, albeit with 
more humour. The year is 1887 and Queen Victoria 
(Dame Judi) is comfortably installed as Empress of 
India, although she has never visited the domain. In 
Agra, two lowly men - Abdul Karim (AM Fazal) and 
Mohammed (Adeel Akhtar) - are chosen by British 
authorities to present the monarch with a ceremo¬ 
nial gold coin called a mohur. They travel to Windsor 
Castle, where Abdul catches Victoria's eye and is 
rapidly promoted to the monarch's spiritual adviser 
or "Munshi". 

THE JUNGLE BUNCH (U): A maniacal koala bear 
with delusions of grandeur threatens the safety of 
creatures great and small in The Jungle Bunch. 
Based on a hit French TV series, director David 
Alaux's jaunty computer-animated adventure fol¬ 
lows in the paw prints of a menagerie of brightly col¬ 
oured tales populated by anthropomorphised crit¬ 
ters including Zootropolis, Sing, The Secret Life Of 
Pets and Kung Fu Panda. Could this be animal magic 
too? Sadly not. A simplistic screenplay, co-written by 
Alaux and Eric Tosti, is light on uproarious comedy 
and pulse-quickening set pieces, repeatedly opting 
for wide-eyed cuteness over narrative sophistication 
and invention. Parents who are dragged into the jun¬ 
gle by excitable tykes will be enjoying big cat naps in 
the dark rather than purring with delight. 

IT (15): Director Andres Muschietti's nerve-jangling 
adaptation of Stephen King's hefty tome portrays 
the fictional town of Derry, Maine as a hotbed of 
exploitation, abuse and degradation committed by 
adults on the young. Menace leaches from every 
frame and the three screenwriters make our skin 
crawl by exposing the festering underbelly of a com¬ 


munity that has stopped listening or caring. In June 
1989, seven tormented pre-teens bond as the Los¬ 
ers' Club, drawn together by mutual beatings at the 
hands of sadistic 15-year-old Henry Bowers (Nicho¬ 
las Hamilton). The stuttering leader of the Losers' 
Club, Bill Denbrough (Jaeden Lieberher), is haunted 
by the loss of his younger brother Georgie (Jackson 
Robert Scott), who was dragged into the subterra¬ 
nean lair of Pennywise the clown (Bill Skarsgard) the 
previous autumn. Bill vows revenge in the company 
of his fellow misfits but Pennywise intends to feast 
upon children's fears. 

Roll up for all the fun of the fair from hell. 

WIND RIVER (15): Justice is blind and frost-bitten 
in Wind River, an impeccably crafted thriller set in 
snow-laden Wyoming, where the murder of a teen¬ 
ager sends a chill through a community riven by 
bigotry and fear. Taylor Sheridan, Oscar-nominated 
screenwriter of Hell Or High Water and Sicario, 
returns to the director's chair for a high-stakes 
game of cat and mouse in unforgiving terrain. Cory 
Lambert (Jeremy Renner) works as a tracker for 
the US Fish and Wildlife Service on the Wind River 
Indian Reservation. During one sortie into the wil¬ 
derness, Cory stumbles upon the frozen body of 
18-year-old Natalie Hanson (Kelsey Chow). She 
has been sexually assaulted and rookie FBI agent 
Jane Banner (Elizabeth Olsen) arrives soon after 
from the Las Vegas office to take charge of the 
investigation. 

PATTI CAKE$ (15): Inspired by writer-director Ger- 
emy Jasper's efforts to break into the New York mu¬ 
sic scene, Patti Cake$ is a crowd-pleasing underdog 
story, which wears its heart on its sleeve. 

This modern-day fable about shooting for the moon, 
when everyone is telling you to dream smaller, cen¬ 
tres on an unlikely heroine, an overweight New Jer¬ 
sey twenty-something (Danielle Macdonald) with 
a talent for immortalising her day-to-day existence 
in rap. Every time life beats her down (and in one 
scene, head butts her and draws blood), she gets 
back to her feet and retaliates with a spontaneously 


crafted barrage of weaponised wordplay. 
Hopefulness bumps and grinds with emotional hard 
knocks, reminding us that darkness courses be¬ 
neath the surface of the best fairy-tales. 

THE LIMEHOUSE GOLEM (15): Juan Carlos Medi¬ 
na's macabre murder mystery set on the fog-choked 
streets of Victorian London almost a decade before 
Jack The Ripper ran amok was originally announced 
with Alan Rickman leading the fine ensemble cast.

Period detail is 
lovingly shrouded in shadows and fog to provide the 
killer with the perfect cover to commit their unspeak¬ 
able acts of barbarity. Something wickedly enter¬ 
taining this way comes.

Finding trusted tradespeople 


Spotting cowboy builders or plumbers can 
be tricky. Most of us have come across 
them, even suffered at their hands. But 
how many of us have failed to spot the 
warning signs? 

If you follow our 10 top tips, you should 
be able to invite tradespeople into your 
home without living to regret it. 

1. A personal recommendation is always preferable 
to a written reference. If you want a new loft 
extension and one of your neighbours has had a 
similar extension built, and to their satisfaction, 
that is the best possible start. A friendly neighbour 
might be so proud of their loft extension that they 
will show you around their home to let you take a 
closer inspection of the work. 

2 . It is just common sense to get three different 
estimates/quotes for all but the most basic building 
or plumbing works. The estimates should be for a 
job which you have specified in detail, not in vague 
or ambiguous terms. But you should not necessarily 
choose the lowest estimate, particularly if you 
entertain doubts about the competence of the 
company. And if none of the estimates inspire you 
with confidence, be prepared to widen your search. 
Always trust your instincts. 


3. Make sure that estimates are submitted in writing 
from bona fide companies with a proper business 
address. Some cowboys like to hide their traces, 
whereas reputable tradespeople are open and 
above board. 

4. In the case of large-scale building work, you 
should put a premium on experience when choosing 
your contractor. A company that has been trading 
for 15 years trumps an enthusiastic newcomer. You 
should also double-check that they have the relevant 
safety qualifications to install gas and electricity etc. 

5. Depending on the complexity of the building 
work you want done, you need to satisfy yourself 
that the company you are employing has done work 
on homes similar to yours. For instance, if relevant, 
do they have experience with period properties, 
listed buildings or working in a Conservation Area? 
Find out before you give them the go ahead. 

6 . This is not a hard-and-fast rule, but local 
tradespeople are generally preferable to ones who 
live miles away. If building companies are having to 
factor in travel time, it may inflate their estimates. 

7. Be very wary of tradespeople offering a discount 
if you pay in cash. They may take short-cuts with 
guarantees and insurance clauses. 


8 . It is critical, particularly with large-scale building 
works, that the contract you sign with your builders 
includes not just a full description of the work, 

but a start and finish date. Unforeseen delays can 
lead to particularly acrimonious disputes. Penalty 
clauses for late completion of the job are sometimes 
advisable, but may be difficult or expensive to 
enforce. It is also worth agreeing in writing that the 
property will be left in mint condition, and that you 
will not be expected to clear up after the builders. 

9. Contractual clarity about how payments for the 
work should be staged is also essential. You may 
be asked to pay a deposit, but you should never, for 
obvious reasons, make final payment until the job 
has been completed. Hold some of the money back 
until the work is carried out to your satisfaction. 

It is worth going around your home with the 
tradesperson, snagging the job and agreeing the 
areas that need improving. Then put this in writing 
on an email. 

10. The best way to avoid sleepless nights is to 
insure yourself against things going wrong. You 
should not only check your own insurance policy 
before starting major building works, but ask for 
proof that the company you are using has its own 
insurance against unforeseen problems in the 
course of the work.

PEUGEOT 308 

Peugeot’s latest 308 looks to have come of age, now boasting a 
complete range of PureTech petrol and. 

BlueHDi diesel engines. 

Jonathan Crouch 
reports. 



BACKGROUND: What do you look 
for in an Astra-sized family hatchback? 

If it’s driving excitement, you’ll find it in a 
Ford Focus. If it’s sheer value, then you’re 
more likely to be drawn towards cars like 
Hyundai’s i30 or Kia’s cee’d. But what if 
your priorities are a bit more relaxed? You 
want an expensive feel. An absorbent ride. 
A laid back demeanour. And a carthat 
makes you feel you’re in something much 
nicer. Perhaps, just perhaps, you want one 
of these, the revised version of Peugeot’s 
second generation 308. 

Yes, we’re looking at a package of facelift 
improvements here, but there are some 
genuinely significant ones, with changes to 
engines, transmissions and overall running 
cost efficiency. As before, the car runs on 
the PSA Group’s hi-tech EMP2 (‘Efficient 
Modular Platform 2’), underpinnings that 
now support a smarter, classier body. 

The result promises to be a carthat family 
hatch buyers must now take very seriously 
indeed. Let’s check it out. 
EXPERIENCE: It’s nice to reportthat 
the changes made to this 308 are more 
than skin-deep. There’s an all-new 1.5-litre 
BlueHDi 130 desel engine for example. 
And if you’re able to stretch up to the 
2.0-litre BlueHDi 180 diesel powerplant 
atthetop ofthe range, you’ll nowfind it 
mated to an all-new &speed automatic 
transmission. The brand says that its 
1.2-litre three cylinder PureTech petrol 
engine has been extensively revised too, 
in pursuit of extra efficiency. Otherwise, 
it’s as you were. Most will want the 1.6-litre 


BlueHDi unit, which comes in either 100 
or 120bhp guises. There’s also a 2.0-litre 
BlueHDi engine, offered with either 150 
or 180bhp. For petrol people, the engine 
line-up opens with an 82bhp, 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder PureTech unit, then there’s 
a choice of either 110 or 130bhp versions 
of this same engine further up the range. 
Across the line-up, transmissions are 
fairly standard fare, with five and six-speed 
manuals or a six-speed torque-converter 
automatic. If you want something sparkier, 
there’s a choice ofthe warmed-up GT 
model orthe foil-fat GT hot hatch. The GT 
variant gets the older petrol 1.6-litre THP 
unit in 205bhp guise orthe 2.0 BlueHDi 
180 diesel unit. Goforthe GT and there’s 
a 270bhp version ofthe 1.6 THP petrol 
powerplant. Dynamically, the 308 has 
never really been a carforthe hard 
charger. Instead, it’s a family hatchback 
that’s more about refinement and a relaxed 
gait. The suspension carries no great 
surprises, with a standard front strut and 
reartorsion beam arrangement. Peugeot 
has fitted reartrailing arms that allow greater 
longitudinal arc in the wheel travel. It sounds 
esoteric but it makes for a smoother ride 
when the rear wheels hit ridges or bumps. 
The electrically-assisted power steering 
is geared towards ease of use ratherthan 
detailed feedback but perhaps that’s just 
as well. It makes the 308 very comfortable 
around town in the sort of usage it will 
mostly see. 

DESIGN: This revised 308 features a 
sleeker bon net that flows into a vertical 


grille that has a central Lion badge and the 
‘Peugeot’ name sculpted into the upper 
trim. The revised elliptical headlights come 
with integrated daytime running light LEDs 
to produce a distinctive front light signature. 
Other design-led changes include a 
re-styled front bumper with three lower 
grille openings to ensure effective engine 


cooling, while the rear lamps show a smart 
three-claw light signature. PI usher variants 
all feature a large glass roof as standard. 
Otherwise, things are much as before, this 
car exhibiting a mature, confident look. It’s 
not trying too hard. We like that. 

The interior retains the ‘i-Cockpit’ design 
that sees the driver looking the instruments 


overthetop ofthe steering wheel. As 
before, there’s also 

a 9.7-inch centre dash colour monitor 
incorporating ‘Mirror Screen’ technology 
which allows you to connect in your 
smartphone using the ‘Android 
Auto’/’MirrorLink’ or ‘Apple CarPlay’ 
systems. There’s aso afaster-acting 


navigation system with voice control that 
connects into the TomTom real time traffic 
monitoring service. Otherfeatures are as 
before. The contra-rotating rev counter is 
a neat touch, the oversized manual gear 
knob less so. Space all round is more than 
adequate and the 470-litre boot is excellent. 
If you need more space, there’s a 308 
SW estate variant with a 660-litre boot 
extendable to 1,660-litres with the rear 
bench folded. 

MARKET: Prices range in the £ 15,000 
to £27,000 bracket and there’s a choice 
between Access, Sportium, Active, Allure, 
GT Line and GT trim levels, plus a GT hot 
hatch model. The two bodystyles are a 
five-door hatch and a spacious SW estate. 
Engine options range between a choice 
oftwo different 1.6-litre BlueHDi diesels, 
offering either 100 or 120bhp, plus there’s 
a 2.0-litre BlueHDi unit with either 150 or 
180bhp. Petrol people choose between 
82,110 or 130bhp versions ofthe 
1.2-litre PureTech powerplant, oraturbo 
1.6 THP with either 205,250 or 
270bhp. Even the most basic models 
include air conditioning, remote central 
door locking, cruise control with speed 
limiter, a DAB digital radio, LED daylight 
running lights and Bluetooth connectivity. 
However, if you go for base Access trim, 
you don’t getthe infotainmenttouchscreen 
that’s such a key part of his 308’s 
much improved cabin. The minimum 
trim requirement forthis is the 
‘Active’ level, which starts at 
around £18,000.

Sutton and Epsom opened brightly 
containing the forward charges of 
the Raiders pack with solid defensive 
organisation.
